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On 2h September 1950, the ship CilALGIIO (sic) passed through Tangchiawan 
(113-33., 22—25) (sic) on route to Lao ami, ,'anohan Islands, with a cargo 
of 3,000 rifles, 1,300 light machine guns, 10 cannon, and 900 boxes of 
ammunition. The cargo ms unloaded at Lasami and transferred to another 
ship bound for Viet llirih* 

On 29 September, the ship IIOCIIALG (sic) towed two steel barges from .Thampoa 
to the 'Tanshan Islands, The cargo on the barges was loaded aboard the 
IIAICH'OKG (-'£) fib ); it consisted of 100 boxes of rifles, 10,000 boxes of 
^munition, 100 boxes of light machine guns, 100 cannon, and 500 boxes of 
sh ells . On 5 October, the IIAICII’SKG departed in the direction of Indochina.
